Honr would an increased public, reve- 
nue relieve the situation except by en- 
nbliug the Government to retire paper 
without issuing bonds for that pur- 
pose?

keep out of sight. 
Home {of the gold- 


bug organs of New York are frank 
enough to say that the llrst duty of the 
next Congress is to retire the gresn- 
bauka uu'l tho Sherman notes. 
The 


amount of greenbacks in circulation 
August 1st is given by tbe Treasury 
Department at $237,410,538, the auiouat 
in the Treasury at $109,270,478. 
The 


Sberman notes are given ut $53,318,531 
iu circulation and $31,394.748 iu the 
Treasury. 
There are thus $331,309,170 


notes outstanding, and there ura ouly 
two ways to get tliein in. One is to sell 
bonds enough to buy thorn or reliro 
them »s tliay come in. 
Th9 other is to 


hold and destroy these uotua as they 
come into the Treasury and ruise 
enough taxes to make up the deficiency 
iu revenue caused by thoir destruction. 
In either case the people would have to 
pay for the privilege, iu interest aud 
sinking funds or by taxes." 


The people ought to understand 


thdt with .$109,270,478 iu greenbacks iu 
the Treasury there cannot be $237,410,- 
538 of 
these 
notes in circulutiou. 


When tbe act to fund the public debt 
was passed nearly thirty years ago 
$346,000,000 in greenbacks were left in 
circulation. It is estimated that about 
two per cent of them have been an- 
nually lost or destroyed since then. 
This would reduce the volume of Gov- 
ernment notes in circulation many mil- 
lions, yet according to the stutistiauuis 
every dollar issued by tho Government 
a generation since, is yet iu taut and in j 
circulation.

Prince Bismarck, tbe great German 


Ex-Chancellor, has written a letter on 
the financial question to Governor Cul- 
bsrson of Texas, in which he says: 


If tho people of the United States 


should find it compatible with their 
interests to take independent action iu 
fnvor of bimetalism, I cannot but be- 
UHVO that. such action would exert a 
most salutary influence upon the con- 
summation, of an international agree- 
ment. I hold tbat this is tho very 
hour that would be advisable to bring 
about H mutual agreement in favor of 
bimetalism. 


That is the opinion of a statesman. 


He believes that independent action 
by the United States on the silver 
question would result in un internat- 
ional agreement. The money kings of 
Europe do not want bimetalism and 
while they, according to report, fire 
contributing to Mr. Hanna's campaign 
fund to make tbe United States ons of 
heir financial dependencies, Bismarck, 
tho statesman, favors bimetalism, aucl 
iu his home paper approves Brynn's 
andidacy and characterizes his declar- 
ation on ths money question as "patri- 
otic, clear and concise, breathing ;, lovn 
of justice and a respect for the rights 
of the workiDgman."

73 deaf mutes. These are important 
facts, which leave no measure of donbt 
as to the influence of the intermarriage 
of blood relations in causing deaf intit- 
istii. Br.t jnst in tho same way aa con- 
sanguineous marriages should be avoid- 
ed so nlsu should the intermarriage of 
persons tainted with hereditary disease 
bo rlisconraged.—London Medical Press.
